THE OaVEBNMENT TOLICY. 

llany di»<iuietiiig rumors were alloat 
yesterday concerning the fate of the uov- 
ernment prdicy. The enemies of the 
governnienl profos.s lo havu received in- 
formation I hat the entire settlement 
scheme has gone to pieces at Ottawa. 
/The government's friends, however, are 
confident that the settlement will bo laid 
before parliament to-day and pressed to a 
passage to-morrow. An oft' quoted prov- 
erb remarks that "no news ia good news." 
Well, there is absoluttily no news beyond 
this, that down to Saturday last tho nec- 
essary legislation h.ul not been reiiucstod 
nf parliament, although the latest dis- 
patches from the federal government gave 
no reason to think that tho matter 
would bo shelved. Aa effort will be 
made lo d;iy to ascertain the intentiona 
of tho Doniiniun government. 

DISALLOfVANCE. 

Our exclusive dispatch from Ottawa 
states that tlie lioverniiiont have exercised 
the power of disallowance with respect of 
the Gold Mining Consolidation Act, 188'2. 
The pet grouped all the mining acta pre- 
viously passed, amending and improv- 
ing some of the sections. The act was 
considered a good one by its promoters 
and tho liouse, as it took a long stride 
towards a liberal dealing with the mineral 
lands of tho province. The cause of the 
disallowance is not apparent; but it in 
probably due to n technicality wliich fu- 
ture legislation will smooth away. Pend- 
ing the meeting of the local house tho old 
and defective acts wili furnish the legal 
machinory for the guidance mihcrB., 



Lorl Boaconsfield, 



The 19th of April wjtnessixl it ceremony 
of national interest in London. It was 
the unveiling of the statue of this great 
statesman by Sir Statl'ord Nortlicote. The 
ceremony was performed nn the second 
anniversary of the death of Lord Beacons- 
field, and it was attended by a degree <jf 
enthusiasm throughout the country which 
has been unparalleled. Political oppon. 
ents joined with every section of society 
throughout the kingdom to pay a tribute 
of respect to the ^departed statesman. 
The'London Times aaya: If Lqrd Beacons- 
field's name is at present cited on the 
Liberal side, it is almost always \*ith tho 
object of extolling !iis sagacity contrasted 
with tho rashness or tho mismanagement 
of his successors. Tho passions unloosed 
at the last goneral election and in the 
campaign preceding it have abated, and 
would bo gladly cast out of recollection 
by those who were then betrayed into ex- 
travagant dentniciation of Lord Boticons- 
Celd, not as a atatcanian only, but as a 
man. Tho hottest foes of his policy are 
.now in their liearts ashamed to remember 
that tlioy applauded, or even tolerated 
such riido and clumsy invective as was 
current during the Eastern crisis, and the 
subsequent appeal to tho constituencies. 
This revulsion of feeling was conapicuou.s- 
ly shown in the oeromonial, which was at 
once a" proof of conservative loyalty to

London, April 19.— T^ie continued ill 
health of the Queen throws a gloom over 
the higher circles of society in London. 
So anxious is the court physician, Sir 
William Jenner, about tho state in w liich 
her Majesty now lies that^ho '..summoneil 
this week Sir Jamoai^ag^ ltd hia aid. 
Sir James takes a;yery:" aerioiis view of 
the case. The Queen's knee isiiwoUen 
and painful, so that to walk, or even 
stand, is impossible. Sir James Paijet is 
by common consent, tiie most scientific 
surgeon alive at this moment in Englaml. 
Hu ia a typical representative of all that 
is newest and beat in modern medicinu. 
He represents the school of sciences ur 
opposed to empiricism and more experi- 
ence. He is n'ot a great operator, like 
Brodie or Fergusson ur Sir .Vatloy Cooper. 
But no man in London has a.ljetter prac- 
tice, or a better status in society. He 
lirst came before the public about twenty 
years ago, at tlie time when the I'riiice.ss 
of Wales was suflering from disease of the 
knee, and when it was feared that ampu- 
tation would have to bo resorted to. It 
was by his patient and skilful treatment 
of that case that .Sir James won a liar- 
onetcy. He has now decided that tho 
Queen must beat once taken for a change 
of air to the Isle of Wight. The illustri- 
ous lady is now of an age (tl4^ when 
slight injuries become severe ones. She 
has already outlived the generatioiia of 
her youth. One after another, old 
friends and familiar counaelor.s, arc dri>ii 
pingotV. In the course' of nature slio will 
soon be one of a small surviving band of 
men and women whose lives belong to a 
post generation. 

The greatest sympathy is felt tiirough- 
out the length and breadth of ]'hij,'laiHi 
for the Queen in her sorrowing and .suf- 
fering. The death of John Ihown wa.s a 
severe blow, and now it has been follow- 
ed by that of the Hon. Mrs. Slunor, 
mother of the present Lord Camyos. The 
title is one of the oldest in (ireat Mritaiii, 
dating back to the year V2M. ']'ho fam- 
ily, through all the cliaiices and cliauges 
• f English political life during a [ierio<i df 
(jOO years, have never swerved in their 
allegiance to tho ancient religion. With 
tho Petrea, the Dukcs of Norfolk, and n 
few other families, 'the Camoys have al- 
ways stood forth, in good re|)ort and in 
evd, a champion of tlie old creed. Tlio 
late Mrs. Stonor was, perhaps, tlie great - 
est friend that the Princess uf Wales had 
in England. Her death makes a sad gajj 
in the inner circle of Marlborough House, 
that circle within which so few are privi- 
leged to enter.

50. As soon as I had received my let- 
ter of appointment as special agent and 
delegate to London, I wrote, on April 
13th, 1831 (see papers transmitted to pro- 
vincial secretary) to Sir John A. Macdon- 
ald, informing him that T had been ap- 
pointed to proceed to London to support 
the prayer of the petition of the legislative 
assembly to the Queen, but that if ho do- 
sired to consider, without undue delay, 
the pr.ayor of the petition with a view to 
tho final and satisfactory settlement of tho 
questions at iwuc between tho province 
and the Dominion respecting tho Cana- 
dian Pacific railway, I was prepared to do 
30. But it was not till M.ay ICth, 1881, 
after the lapse of a month, that I received 
a re[)ly from Sir S. L. Tilley on behalf of 
tho privy council, and in it no mention was 
made of my otl'or to consider the prayer 
of the petition at Ottawa. I consequently 
renowed iny application for a letter of in- 
troduction from tho governor general to 
tho imperial secretary of state for tho co- 
lonies, and on May 2l8t, 1881, left Que- 
bec for London. 

57. During the time that I was waiting 
at Ottawa, after I had been appointed 
special agent and delegate to London, I 
compiled and ^)rinted extracts from tho 
debates in parliament, from 1871 to the 
end of the session in 1881, respecting the 
railway contract between Canada and 
Mritiah Columbia under tho 11th section 
of the terms of union. I also prepared 
and had printed valuable tabular state- 
ments. Copies of the extracts of debates 
and the tabular statements, &c , were 
transmitted to the guverninont. The 
whole consumed a very great deal of labor, 
but were imiiorlant to the negotiations 
entrusted to me. 

58. .•\3 soon as I reached London, I 
sought an interview with the Earl of 
ICimberley, the principal secretary of 
state for the colonies, with whom I sub- 
sequently had several interviews, the ro- 
.sulta of which were connnunicated to tho 
prDvincial gnvernnient from time to time. 
.-Vt the tirat interview. Lord Kimborlcy 
read to mo a report of tho privy council 
of Canada on the petition of the legisla- 
tive as.seinbly to the Queen. T requested 
the favor of a copy of this report, and 
received it. .Subse(jUeiitly, I prepared 
and printed a reply tfi ic, containing 03 
pages (,f cliisid.y printed matter, 'i'his 
memorandum on tlie report of tbo privy 
council of Canada was submitted to Lord 
Kimberloy, and copies were subsequently 
forwarded to tho provincial secretary. I 
submit that it is the best synopaia of the 
case of British Columbia agaiiiaL Canada 
that has ever been made up to the date at 
which It was printed, and is valuable as a 
roferenco. 

59. On August 2Gth, 1881, 1 received 
from Mr. Herbert, under secretary of 
state for Iho c(doniea, a copy of a dispatch

W. On Sopteniber I4th, 1881, I re 
ceived a cablegram from Mr. Beaven, of 
which tlie following ia an extract:

" Obtain Iviniherley's decision, and 
return to Ottawa; will wrile to you 
there. * 

(Signed) "Bkave.v." 

02. On October lOth, 1881,1 received 
a cablegram from Mr. Walkem, from 
which I nuke the following extract; 

" VlCTOIlI V, 13. C. 

" DeCosmos. 

* * * "Mailed instruction 
to you at Ottawa. Explainued you there. 
What detains you in London? 

(Signed) "Wilkkm." 

03. The cablegram from Mr. Walkem 
was in cipher, and had to be repeated, in 
part or whole, several time.i before it 
could be deciphered . In consequence my 
reply to tho question "What detains you 
in" London?" was delayed several days. 1 
however was able at last to dispatch a 
cablegram in reply, of which tho follow- 
ing is a copy : 

"Lo.snoN, Oct. 23, 1881. 
"Hon. G. A. Walkem. 

"Been detained by request. Leave 
for Quebec, per 'Peruvian,' on Thursd.ay 
iie.\t . 

(Signed) "A. Dp.Cosmos." 

04. The cause of my detention in Lon- 
don, was owing to the under secretary in 
charge of the Canadian department (Mr. 
Meade) telling me that Lord Kimberloy 
and Qlr. Herbert were out of town, and 
that I had better delay my departure till 
I had seen one of tlieni. • 

05. Mr. Chairman, — I consider the re- 
(piest of Mr. Beaven to "obtain Kiinber- 
ley's decision and return to Ottawa" 
as my third appointmoiit as special 
agent. 

00. I accordingly returned to Ottawa, 
where 1 arrived ou November Sth, 1881. 
After a day's delay, I received my instruc- 
tions as special agent, and accordingly at 
once re-opened negotiations, as far as it 
was possible. Sir .John A. Macdonuld 
informed me that, as .Sir'Charles Tupper, 
minister of railways, was absent, no prac- 
tical result could be attained until his re- 
turn. 

(i7. There waa considerable delay in 
consequence of his absence. Subsequent- 
ly, I had several interviews with Sir 
Charles 'I'uppor and Sir John A. Mac- 
donald, in accordance with my instruc- 
tions. The results of which were, from 
time to time, communicated to one or 
other members of the provincial govern- 
ment; and, on January 23, 1683, a copy 
of all telegrams and letters, between 
November 7th, 1881, and Juno 10th, 
1882, was communicated to the provincial 
secretary. 

08. On May mh, 1882, 1 telegraphed 
1 Mr. Beaven as follows: 

"Ottawa, May 17, 1882. 
"Hon. R. Beaven, Victoria, B. C. 

"Expect to leave here to-morrow or 
Saturday, and arrive in Victoria on 
steamer of thirtieth. ♦ ♦ # 
(Signed) "A. DeCos.mos." 
59. On June 10th, 1882, after my re- 
turn to Victoria, I received from the pro- 
vincial secretary a letter acquainting me 
that I had been relieved of my duties as 
special agent. I quote from it the follow- 
ing extract:

you of your duties as special agent of the
